There is no prior art of record that teaches or reasonably suggests the claimed 
receptacle type optical module and method of making it with the specific 
elements/methods and the specific combinations including a lead frame, a block with a 
through hole mounted on the lead frame, a graded index lens fixed to the ferrule end 
which is inserted in the through hole of the block as set forth in claims 1 , 5 and 6.
